THE  CANADA  BUSINESS  COLLEGE 


The  Canada  Business  College  was 
established  in  the  City  of  Hamilton  in 
the  fall  of  1862,  and  its  succeeding 
years  of  uninterrupted  success  demon- 
strate the  necessity  and  demand  for  the 
thorough  business  training  it  supplies,  The 
institution  was  founded  on  the  principle 
that  permanent  success  in  business,  as 
elsewhere,  must  he  based  on  adequate  pre- 
paration.

LOCATION 


The  Canada  Business  College 
is  pleasantly  located  on  one  of  the 
principal  streets,  in  the  business 
centre  of  the  city,  in  what  is 
known  as  the  Arcade  Building, 
43  to  51  Janies  St.  North,  a few 
doors  north  of  the  new  City  Hall. 
It  is  a large  stone  building,  52  ft. 
wide,  and  extends  through  to 
the  James  St.  Market  132  ft.  It 
is  on  the  line  of  electric  street  cars 
from  the  different  railway  stations 
The  entrance  to  the  College  is 
from  the  middle  of  the  Arcade. 
The  sign  shown  on  the  front  is 
now  a large  script  sign  in  gold, 
with  the  words  “Canada  Business 
i College,- established  1862,”  extend- 
ing almost  across  the  front  of  the 
building.  Intending  students  ar- 
riving in  the  city  are  requested  to 
note  carefully  the  name  and  loca- 
tion. Those  unacquainted  with 
Hamilton  should  take  the  electric 
cars  at  the  depot.  The  street  cars 
from  all  stations  pass  the  College. 
Ask  the  Conductor  to  let  you  off 
at  the  Canada  Business  College,  Arcade  Building,  James  Street  North, 
and  no  difficulty  in  finding  the  school  will  be  experienced. 


OUR  PREMISES. 

All  the  apartments  of  this  College  are  fitted  and  furnished  in  the  most 
convenient  and  suitable  manner.  Nothing  has  been  omitted  that  can 
contribute  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  pupils.  Every  depart- 
ment has  high  ceilings,  is  well  lighted,  ventilated,  warmed  by  steam 
radiators,  and  reached  by  an  easy  and  broad  stairway  of  one  flight  only. 
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The  main  study  hall  is  furnished  with  new  polished  oak  desks,  and  to 
ensure  the  safety  of  the  student’s  books  and  other  supplies  every  desk  has 
been  provided  with  an  excellent  lock  and  key.  The  Business  Department 
is  furnished  with  beautiful  banks  and  offices  and  modern  counting  house 
desk  with  inlaid  tops  ; the  Shorthand  Department  is  supplied  with  suitable 
desks  and  tables  for  Shorthand  and  Tj^pewriting  work.  The  ladies  and 
gentlemen  have  separate  hat  and  cloak  rooms,  lavatories  and  every  con- 
venience. 


COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

f^'HE  course  of  instruction  in  this  College  is  based  upon  the  demands 
of  business  life,  as  gathered  from  our  long  experience,  close  obser- 
vation and  constant  contact  with  business  men  and  commercial 
^ educators.  We  do  not  aim  simply  to  make  book-keepers,  but  to 
impart  a general  knowledge  of  business  affairs,  and  business  proceedure, 
together  with  such  practical  drills  and  exercise  work  as  will  enable  the 
student  to  think  and  act  rapidly  and  accurately. 

The  constant  aim  has  been  to  make  the  course  more  concise,  positive, 
practical,  and  progressive  Our  motto  is  : ‘‘Education  for  business  in  a 
business-like  way.”  We  design  especially  to  develop  business  talent  and 
financial  ability,  and  to  promote  self-reliance  and  independence.  We 
discard  all  unnecessary  theories  and  useless  matter,  and  confine  the  in- 
struction to  common-sense,  practical  work,  applicable  to  every-day 
business.  This  course  of  study  embraces  all  branches  essential  to  a com- 
plete business  education.  It  has  been  thoroughly  tested  in  the  training 
of  many  thousands  of  students,  who,  upon  graduation,  have  secured 
positions,  and  who  are  now  prominent  and  successful  in  business  life. 

There  are  two  prescribed  courses  of  study,  known  as  the  “ Business 
Course”  and  the  “ Shorthand  and  Typewriting  Course,”  and  while  each 
is  distinct,  with  special  rooms,  special  teachers  and  special  branches  of 
study,  both  are  under  the  same  general  supervision,  and  both  accessable 
to  the  same  students  at  the  same  terms  for  tuition. 


COLLEGE  ENTRANCE 
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THE  BUSINESS  COURSE. 

The  Business  Course  is  designed  to  prepare  young  people  for  a suc- 
cessful start  in  business  life  with  the  least  possible  sacrifice  of  time  and 
money — to  educate  them  in  the  science  and  mechanical  work  of  book- 
keeping and  all  its  collateral  branches  as  well  as  in  all  the  details  of  office 
work,  and  to  afford  them  as  complete  knowledge  of  the  principles  which 
govern  business  as  time  will  permit. 

The  studies  and  modes  of  instruction  are  interesting  and  fascinating 
to  the  student,  and  he  finds  a pleasure  in  the  school  work  very  different 
from  the  tedium  and  drudgery  of  usual  school  life.  The  course  comprises 
a thorough  knowledge  of  the  following  branches  of  study  .-—Bookkeep- 
ing— by  single  and  double  entry,  Commercial  Arithmetic,  Penmanship, 
Commercial  Law,  Business  Correspondence,  Business  Forms,  Spell- 
ing. Rapid  Calculations,  Mental  Arithmetic  and  Business  Practice. 

This,  together  with  the  most  complete,  practical  and  effective  office 
course  now  given,  comprising  general  office  work  in  Banking,  Commis- 
sion, Transportation,  Importing,  Jobbing,  Wholesale  and  Retail 
work. 

Supplemented  by  lectures  on  the  Science  of  Business,  Banking,  Com- 
mercial Credits,  Auditing,  Exchange,  Insurance,  Business  Forms, 
Partnerships,  Joint  Stock  Companies,  Advertising,  etc.,  etc. 


THE  SHORTHAND  COURSE. 

Affords  such  instruction  in  Shorthand,  Typewriting,  Correspondence, 
Penmanship,  Spelling,  Composition,  etc.,  as  will  enable  the  pupil  to  be- 
come a capable  amanuensis  or  reporter  in  the  shortest  possible  time. 

Some  idea  of  the  extent  of  the  branches  of  study  may  be  obtained  by 
referring  to  the  following  sub-divisions : 

BOOK-KEEPING. 

This  branch  constitutes  the  basis  of  the  business  course,  which  for 
study  and  practice  is  divided  into  three  departments,  viz  : —Introductory, 
Business  Practice  and  Office  Work.  In  the  Introductory  department  the 
student  is  made  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  principles  of  book-keeping 
in  all  its  various  applications,  forms  of  commercial  paper  and  the  laws 
relating  thereto,  the  nature  of  ordinary  business  documents,  with  forms 
and  uses  of  books  and  mercantile  terms,  illustrated  and  taught  by  a new 
and  intensly  interesting  method,  known  as  the  Tablet  and  Mail  System, 
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which  thoroughly  and  practically  illustrates  the  various  applications  of 
the  principles  of  Book-keeping',  Correspondence  and  Business  Paper.  The 
student  starts  upon  practical  work  when  he  enters  the  school)  and  is  at 
once  charmed  with  the  system  and  methods  of  instruction . The  result  is 
that  he  learns  more  in  one  month  than  he  can  in  double  the  time  by  the 
old  methods. 

BUSINESS  PRACTICE  DEPARTMENT. 


SHIS  and  the  Office  Course  are  the  crown- 
ing features  of  the  school,  and  those 
which  perhaps  have  contributed  most 
largely  to  its  reputation  and  efficacy.  The 
student  here  becomes,  in  all  essential  particu- 
lars, a real  business  man.  He  is  provided 
ample  capital,  the  necessary  blanks,  docu- 
ments and  stationery,  and  is  directed  through 
a course  of  transactions,  'correspondence  and 
records,  the  most  perfect  that  have  ever  been 
It  embraces  a great  variety  of  transactions, 
sets  of  books,  the  drawing  of  all  kinds  of 
documents,  including  notes,  drafts,  checks,  deposit  tickets,  invoices, 
shipping  bills,  railway  way-bills,  articles  of  co-partnership  and  other 
contracts,  receipts,  orders  and  advertisements,  as  well  as  transactions 
in  merchandise,  real  estate,  stocks,  bonds,  etc. — which  supplements 
and  enforces  the  other  studies  of  the  school  and  gives  a proper  finish  to  the 
course.  It  is  unique  and  interesting,  and  cannot  be  adequately  presented 
in  any  written  account.

The  special  advantages  claimed  for  this  department  consist  in  the 
practical  drill  in  business  customs,  office  work  and  book-keeping  by  the 
intercommunication  feature,  by  which  is  meant  a system  of  correspon- 
dence. and  business  operations  carried  on  between  students  pursuing 
similar  courses  of  study  in  other  colleges.  It  is  the  most  effectual  and 
practical  method  of  illustrating  business  now  known  among  commercial 
educators,  and  is  adopted  by  the  foremost  schools  of  business  in  America. 
This  is  the  only  College  in  Canada  affording  its  students  this  valuable 
course  of  instruction,  as  it  is  the  only  Canadian  link  of  the  International 
Business  Practice  Association.  This  feature  of  reciprocal  action  between 
students  in  colleges,  located  in  the  different  cities,  affords  a vast  amount 
of  material  for  useful  practice,  not  only  to  the  individual  student,  but  to 
the  various  offices  connected  with  the  department.  A limitless  and  most 
instructive  field  of  correspondence  is  open  to  each  student  as  well  as  a 
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practical  drill  in  Commercial  Calculations  and  Book-keeping.  This 
discipline  is  invaluable  as  it  throws  a great  responsibility  upon  the  student 
and  impresses  forcibly  the  necessity  of  doing  everything  in  an  accurate 
and  careful  manner.  Those  who  have  passed  through  our  school  and 
have  tested  this  practical  teaching  and  the  office  work,  in  business  life,  are 
enthusiastic  in  its  praises.  It  is  the  most  fascinating  as  well  as  the  most 
practical  drill  in  Book-keeping,  Business  Papers  and  business  methods 
now  given,  and  imparts  to  the  student  the  confidence  of  an  actual  exper- 
ience in  book-keeping,  office  work  and  business  life. 

The  amount  of  work  done  in  buying,  selling  and  shipping  goods,  in 
the  conduct  of  which  correspondence  is  had  daily  with  from  fifteen  to 
twenty  co-operating  schools,  would  astonish  one  not  familiar  with  the 
plan ; and  the  perfection  of  detail  required  to  make  the  settlements  of  this 
large  volume  of  business  through  the  hanks  must  suggest  to  any  one  con- 
versant with  affairs  that  through  these  purely  business-like  processes  the 
most  effective  training  in  the  actual  duties  of  real  business  may  he  secured. 
In  fact,  the  tendency  of  modern  education  is  in  the  very  lines  laid  down 
by  this  College  ; and  the  schools  of  technology  and  hand-craft,  which  are 
so  rapidly  multiplying  among  us,  only  emphasize  the  fact  that  the  best 
and  quickest  way  to  learn  how  to  do  a thing  is  to  practice  doing  it.

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OFFICE  DEPARTMENT. 


I HIS  is  the  most  practical  and  complete  Department 
of  the  kind  in  Canada.  It  consists  of  a community 
of  business  offices  engaged  in  transacting  various 
kinds  of  business,  comprising  a Bank,  Commission 
Office,  Wholesale  Office,  Transportation  Office,  etc. 
These  offices  are  all  elegantly  fitted  up  and  sup- 
plied with  large  office  books,  the  same  as  those 
used  in  the  best  business  houses.  The  business  is  conducted 
almost  entirely  by  correspondence,  through  the  mails, 
with  students  pursuing  similar  courses  of  studies  in  the 
best  Business  Colleges  in  other  large  cities.  The  student 
fills  in  regular  order  all  the  various  positions  in  the  different 
offices,  and  learns  thoroughly  and  practically  the  work  of 
each.  To  give  some  idea  of  the  volume  of  business  conducted 
by  these  offices  and  the  Business-Practice  DepaOment,  the 
outgoing  and  incoming  mail  of  a single  day  often  exceeds 
400  letters,  representing  almost  as  great  a variety  of  transac- 
tions. This  work  is  much  superior  to  anything  heretofore 
attempted  for  illustrating  and  teaching  business. 


TRANSPORTATION  OFFICE. 

This  is  the  Hamilton  office  of  the  International  Transportation 
Company.  After  completing  the  individual  business  practice,  the  student 
first  enters  this  department,  wherein  we  teach  all  the  details  of  railroad 
book-keeping.  Goods  shipped  from  the  other  cities  are  received  here  and 
registered,  freights  collected,  expenses  paid,  way-bills  prepared,  freight 
receipts  issued,  etc, 

In  addition  to  this  a large  correspondence  is  carried  on.  Letters 
enclosing  statements,  weekly  reports,  remittances,  &c.,  is  the  regular 
work  of  the  students  in  charge. 

The  knowledge  gained  in  this  department  is  of  great  value  to  all  who 
are  ever  brought  in  contact  with  shipping  agencies  and  transportation 
lines,  and  who  in  this  busy  world  are  not?

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THE  WHOLESALE  HOUSE 

RANSACTS  a Wholesale  and 
Jobbing  business.  It  buys 
its  goods  from  manufactur- 
ers, and  sells  at  wholesale  to  the 
pupils  in  the  Business  Practice 
Department.  Orders  are  received 
here  from  New  York,  Rochester, 

Baltimore  Md. , Buffalo,  Louisville 
Ky.,  Jacksonville,  111.,  Hartford, 

Conn.,  DesMoies,  la.,  and  other 
large  commercial  centres.  The 
duties  of  this  office  involve  writ- 
ing and  copying  letters,  making  bills,  verifying  invoices,  keeping  a bank 
account,  rendering  statements,  drawing  drafts,  making  and  paying  notes, 
accepting  and  paying  drafts,  etc.,  besides  keeping  a complete  set  of  books. 

COMMISSION  HOUSE. 

Consignments  of  goods  are  received  here  for  sale  on  commission,  both 
from  colleges  in  other  cities,  as  well  as  students  in  the  departments,  and 
are  handled  exactly  the  same  as  in  the  leading  commission  houses.  The 
duties  of  this  office  involve  filling  orders  for  all  kinds  of  merchandise,  sell- 
ing goods  on  commission,  rendering  statements  and  accounts  sales, 
writing  business  letters,  filling  papers,  depositing  money,  purchasing 
New  York  and  domestic  exchange,  and  remitting  through  the  agency  of 
the  Bank,  etc.,  in  addition  to  keeping  a complete  set  of  commission  books. 

The  extensive  home  and  foreign  business  of  this  office  affords  the 
student  a wide  field  in  which  to  display  and  perfect  his  knowledge  of 
business  correspondence. 

THE  COMMERCIAL  EXCHANGE. 

This  office,  though  simple  in  its  management  is  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant in  the  practice  department,  and  bears  the  relation  of  a “Clearing 
House”  to  all  students  working  in  the  practice  department.  The  books 
kept  are  cash  book,  bank  check  book,  receiving  and  paying  journal.  As 
the  business  of  this  office  is  conducted  almost  entirely  upon  a cash  basis, 
it  provides  an  excellent  training  in  the  duties  of  cashier  to  the  student  in 
charge,  in  addition  to  the  work  in  book-keeping. 
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THE  COLLEGE  BANK. 

SUSTAINS  the  same  rela- 
tion to  the  pupils  engaged 
in  the  Business  Practice 
Department  that  a regular  hank 
sustains  to  business  men  in  the 
city.  It  conducts  a regular 
banking  business  in  every  de- 
tail. It  receives  the  deposits 
and  pays  the  checks  of  those 
in  the  Business  Department 
and  the  other  offices,  collects 
their  notes  and  drafts,  renews  and  discounts  their  paper,  issues  certificates 
of  deposit,  certifies  checks,  buys  and  sells  exchange,  stocks,  etc  ; accounts 
are  kept  with  corresponding  banks  in  New  York,  Chicago,  Rochester, 
Cleveland,  etc.  Exchanges  on  these  banks  issued  and  redeemed,  drafts 
forwarded  for  collection  and  credit,  collections  and  statements  made. 

All  the  transactions  are  bona  fide.  The  papers  are  actually  drawn 
and  used  precisely  as  in  the  business  world.  The  students  fill  in  order 
the  positions  of  Discount  and  Collection  Clerk,  Receiving  and  Paying- 
Teller,  Ledger  keeper,  Accountant,  Cashier,  etc.

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BUSINESS  CORRESPONDENCE. 


This  is  a very  important  branch  of  a business  education . 
The  ability  to  write  a neat,  plain  and  concise  business 
letter  is  an  accomplishment  which  few  persons  ever 
acquire,  unless  by  special  training  or  long  exper- 
ience. To  write  a good  letter  requires  accurate 
spelling,  a knowledge  of  punctuation,  capitaliza- 
tion, grammar  and  composition,  neat  and  legible 
writing,  and  proper  arrangement  of  the  letter. 
This  necessitates  systematic  training.  Through- 
out the  whole  course,  letter  writing  is  a promin- 
ent feature  ; and  each  student  receives  a thorough 
drill  in  the  essentials  of  business  correspondence. 
Regular  class  exercises  in  this  branch  are  given,  with  ample  illustrations 
upon  the  blackboard  ; and  the  minutest  details  are  set  forth  so  plainly  that 
none  can  fail  to  understand.  This,  together  with  the  practical  drill  of 
writing  numerous  important  letters  in  the  Business  Practice  and  Office 
Departments  on  various  subjects,  is  sufficient  to  enable  the  student  to 
become  a ready  correspondent. 


BUSINESS  PENMANSHIP. 


To  be  a gcod  penman,  one  must  write  neatly,  plainly  and  rapidly. 
What  system  is  followed  matters  little,  provided  these  results  arc 
secured.  The  ability  to  write  a good  hand  is  one  of  the  most  satisfactory 
as  well  as  valuable  accomplishments  a person  can  possess.  No  other 
single  qualification  will  aid  a student  so  much  as  good  writing,  in  secur- 
ing or  holding  a business  position.  There  are  three  superior  penmen  in 
this  institution,  therefore  we  are  enabled  to  teach  penmanship,  not  only 
one  hour  per  day  daring  the  class  exercise,  but  continually,  in  connection 
with  the  practice  of  bookkeeping. 

The  College  has  acquired  considerable  fame  for  producing  fine  pen- 
men and  skilful  teachers  of  penmanship,  and  our  facilities  wore  never 
before  so  complete  as  at  present. 


BUSINESS  ARITHMETIC. 

Knowing  the  importance  of  a thorough  knowledge  of  this  subject,  we 
have  made  it  a specialty  for  many  years.  The  instruction  is  given  by 
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experienced  teachers,  specially  gifted  in  this  line.  All  the  new  and  short 
methods  are  adopted,  and  special  prominence  is  given  to  those  subjects 
having  direct  relation  to  business.  The  methods  of  instruction  are 
different  from  those  used  an  other  schools,  and  students  soon  become 
rapid  and  accurate  in  arithmetic.  This  institution  has  an  established 
reputation  for  thorough  efficiency  in  this  department,  and  we  shall  en- 
deavor to  maintain  it  in  the  future. 

COMMERCIAL  LAW. 

No  business  education  is  complete  without  a knowledge  of  the  law 
governing  mercantile  transactions.  It  is  not  our  purpose  to  make  lawyers 
of  our  students,  but  we  do  aim  to  give  them  such  a knowledge  of  law  as 
will  enable  them  to  transact  ordinary  business  with  intelligence  and 
safety. 

The  law  in  relation  to  the  endorsement,  transfer  and  collection  of 
negotiable  paper  is  especially  valuable.  The  partnership  relation  so 
common  in  this  day,  involving  the  rights  of  the  partners  with  each  other, 
and  with  the  public ; the  relations  of  agent  and  principal,  elements  of 
contracts,  guaranty  and  suretyship,  sale  and  delivery  of  property,  goods 
in  transit,  power  of  attorney,  etc.,  are  carefully  taught. 

MENTAL  ARITHMETIC. 

We  give  such  special  attention  to  Mental  Arithmetic  and  Rapid 
Calculations  as  enables  the  student  to  perform  computations  almost 
instantly,  without  the  use  of  pencil.  This  branch  is  most  excellent  in 
disciplining  the  student’s  mind,  as  it  tends  to  develop  those  qualities  of 
energy  and  activity  which  too  often  lie  dormant. 

Particular  attention  is  paid  to  rapid  additions  of  long-  columns  of 
figures  and  extensions  of  bills,  invoices,  etc.

SPELLING. 

For  those  of  our  students  who  are  deficient  in  this  branch  of  an 
English  education,  we  provide  an  excellent  course,  comprising  dictation, 
the  spelling  of  words  of  general  use,  and  those  commonly  mis-spelled, 
including  all  commercial  terms,  etc. 
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SHORTHAND  AND  TYPEWRITING 
DEPARTMENT. 


“ To  save,  Time  is  to  lengthen  Life.” 

HERE  are  now  few  business  houses  of 
Vfy  any  prominence  which  do  not  employ 
one  or  more  stenographic  clerks. 
Our  constantly  expanding  commercial  in- 
terests have  brought  the  arts  of  Shorthand 
and  Type- writing  into  practical  everyday 
use,  and  opened  up  a new  field  for  the  em- 
ployment of  young  people  in  the  despatch 
of  business. 

To  the  business  man  the  typewriter  is 
a great  relief  from  the  slow  and  laborious 
pen,  enabling  him  to  devote  a large  portion  of  his  time,  which  would 
otherwise  be  required  in  correspondence,  to  planning  and  superintending 
his  business  Professional  men  of  all  classes  are  now  employing  steno- 
graphers extensively,  and  the  neat  print  of  the  type-writer  is  considered 
quite  essential  to  the  appearance  of  business  and  professional  documents. 
The  demand  for  good  stenographers  was  never  so  great  as  at  the  present, 
and  the  uses  of  shorthand  and  typewriting  multiply  as  the  business  of  the 
country  develops,  and  it  must  continue  to  increase.  The  typewriting 
agencies  are  selling  machines  in  constantly  increasing  numbers,  and 
every  machine  must  have  an  operator.  Students  of  either  sex  are  assured 
that  they  will  be  properly  instructed  by  special  teachers,  who  are  thor- 
oughly skilled  stenographers,  and  who  devote  their  entire  time  and 
energies  to  those  in  their  charge.  The  methods  of  instruction  and 
exercises  given  are  of  the  most  thorough  and  practical  nature,  and  are 
intended  to  develop  the  taste  and  skill  of  the  pupils  in  the  line  of  rapid, 
accurate  work. 
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Young  people  who  contemplate  taking  up  the  study  of  stenography 
and  typewriting  should  attend  only  a well  known  and  reliable  school.  In 
such  a school  will  always  be  found  the  most  competent  teachers,  and  the 
best  methods  of  instruction.  The  failures  in  shorthand  often  arise  from 
the  instructors  being  incompetent  writers  and  poor  teachers,  or  not  hav- 
ing sufficient  time  to  devote  to  the  instruction  and  success  of  the  student. 
In  a large,  well  organized  school  such  as  this,  the  teachers  devote  their 
entire  time  to  the  work,  and  the  chief  and  only  work  of  the  school  is  to 
make  successful  stenographers.  The  commercial  departments  of  the  Col- 
lege are  open  to  the  students  of  the  shorthand  department  and  those  who 
desire  to  improve  their  penmanship,  acquire  a knowledge  of  bookkeeping, 
or  take  up  any  other  branch,  can  do  so  to  advantage. 


SYSTEM  TAUGHT,  \ 

There  are  persons  who  spend  much  time  in  trying  to  prove  that  the 
system  which  they  use  is  the  only  one  worth  learning ; this  is,  in  the 
main,  bigotry;  there  are  three  standard  systems  before  the  public,  Munson 
Pitman  and  Graham,  any  one  of  which,  if  well  learned,  will  prove  satis- 
factory. Success  depends  more  on  the  pupil  than  on  the  system.  In  the 
Canada  Business  College  the  Munson  system  is  used,  because  it  is  believed 
to  be  the  best  for  all  commercial  purposes.  Its  author,  Mr.  James  E. 
Munson,  is  a practical  reporter  of  many  years  experience  ; it  is  complete 
and  satisfactory  ; it  has  the  smallest  list  of  contractions,  thus  relieving 
the  student  of  much  memorizing,  and  is  free  from  those  arbitrary  excep- 
tions to  rules  which  hinder  learners  of  other  systems.  The  student  will 
master  Munson’s  in  less  time  than  either  of  the  others,  and  will  for  the 
same  reason  write  it  more  rapidly  and  read  it  more  easily.  It  is  the  sys- 
tem taught  in  the  best  shorthand  schools  of  New,  York  and  Chicago,  and 
many  other  prominent  places. 

Those  who  have  already  a knowledge  of  the  Pitman  system  can  com- 
plete their  course  here  in  that  system  satisfactorily  ; one  of  our  shorthand 
teachers  is  also  a Pitman  writer  and  teacher,  and  we  always  have  pupils 
and  classes  in  that  system  as  well.  Those  who  have  commenced  either 
the  Pitman  or  Graham  system  can  without  perceptible  loss  of  time,  change 
to  the  Munson,  as  the  principles  of  all  these  systems  are  very  much  the 
same.  Students  of  any  system  who  are  already  writing  from  dictation 
can  enter  our  speeding  classes  to  advantage,  and  continue  in  the  system 
they  have  already  learned. 
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TYPEWRITING. 


NE  of  the  most  novel  and  inter- 
esting features  of  the  school  is 
the  Typewriting  Department. 


It  is  provided  with  a large 
number  of  machines,  including 
Smith-Premiers,  Remingtons 
and  Caligraphs.  Students  have 
therefore  the  opportunity  of 
learning  on  all  the  leading 
machines  in  use.  A competent 
teacher  has  charge  of  this  de- 
partment, who  gives  careful 


instruction  in  the  operating, 

copying,  transcribing,  manifolding  and  proper  care  of  the  machine. 

Typewriting  is  filling  offices  with  competent  young  ladies  who  are 
establishing  a distinct  profession  The  field  is  widening  daily,  not  from 
crowding  out  j'oung  men,  but  in  creating  absolutely  new  positions. 
There  is  also  an  increased  demand  for  young  men  as  stenographers  and 
typewriter  operators.  Young  men  and  women  have  only  to  master  short- 
hand and  typewriting,  to  make  it  a source  of  profit  to  themselves,  and  an 
easy  stepping  stone  from  a lower  to  a higher  position.  More  than  ninety- 
five  per  cent  _of  the  shorthand  writers  of  Hamilton  and  vicinity  are 
graduates  of  this  school,  as  well  as  many  of  the  best  and  most  successful 
writers. in  other  cities.  The  Full  Course  comprises  Shorthand,  Letter 
Writing,  Typewriting,  Spelling,  Business  Penmanship  and  Dic- 
tation.

If  the  Business  Course  and  the  Shorthand  and  Typewriting  Course 
are  taken  at  the  same  time,  the  fees  will  be  $5  per  quarter  extra,  or  by  the 
month  $2  a month  extra. 


COST  OF  BOOKS  AND  STATIONERY. 


For  the  complete  Business  Course  will  not  exceed  $12.  It  may  be 
paid:  $6  for  the  1st  month,  and  $2  per  month  thereafter,  or  $10  for  the 
iirst  quarter,  and  $2  for  the  second. 

For  Shorthand  the  books  will  cost  $1.10,  and  for  Type-writing, 
including  paper,  typewriter  manual  and  machine  supplies,  $2  per  term 
of  three  months. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  the  tuition  fee  for  the  Business  Course 
includes  instruction  in  all  branches  except  shorthand  and  typewriting 
and  that  for  the  shorthand  course  includes  penmanship,  spelling,  corres- 
pondence and  mental  arithmetic  when  desired. 

Students  are  not  advised  to  pursue  the  two  courses  at  the  same  time 
unless  they  are  well  up  in  the  English  branches  when  they  enter,  but 
those  who  are  well  qualified  can  take  both  courses  together,  and  save 
considerable  time  and  expense  by  doing  it. 

NO  EXTRA  EXPENSES. 

Our  charges  for  tuition  and  supplies  given  above  cover  everything 
necessary  for  the  course  specified.  A longer  course  may  involve  a 
slight  additional  expense  for  writing  paper  and  pens,  but  usually  nothing 
for  books  and  blanks. 
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BOARD  AND  ROOMS. 

Good  board,  in  respectable  private  families,  with  comfortable  rooms, 
may  be  obtained  at  from  $2.25  to  $3  per  week.  Pupils  from  out  of  the 
city  may  have  good  accommodations  secured  in  advance,  by  giving  notice 
when  they  will  enter  the  school.  A large  number  of  pupils  have  boarded 
during  the  last  year  for  $2.50  per  week,  and  have  had  accommo- 
dations that  were  very  comfortable  and  satisfactory.  We  keep  at  all 
times  a large  list  of  places  to  which  pupils  are  sent  for  board  upon  arriv 
ing  in  the  city.  Hamilton  is  distinctly  a city  of  Homes ; many  families 
welcome  the  addition  to  their  income  through  one  or  two  boarders,  and 
such  places  make  pleasant  homes  for  our  students.  On  account  of  the 
location  of  Hamilton  in  a rich  agricultural  district,  board  is  much  cheaper 
than  in  other  large  cities,  As  good  accommodation  can  be  secured  here 
from  $2.50  to  $3.00  per  week  as  in  other  cities  from  $3.00  to  $3  50 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  DIPLOMAS. 

To  those  who  complete  the  prescribed  course,  and  pass  the  examina- 
tions in  either  the  Business  or  Shorthand  Department,  a beautiful  diploma 
conferring  all  the  honors  of  the  institution,  is  granted.  The  examinations 
for  graduation  are  held  monthly,  under  the  direction  of  the  Business 
Educator’s  Association  of  Canada,  under  whose  authority  and  sanction 
the  Diploma  will  be  issued. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

When  to  Enter. — The  tuition  rates  are  arranged  for  terms  of  three 
months,  simply  for  convenience  in  classification  and  registry.  Students 
may  enter  with  almost  equal  advantage  at  any  time,  and  their  term  will 
date  from  the  day  they  enter.  A large  part  of  the  instruction  is  individual 
and  there  are  always  a number  of  classes  in  each  branch,  so  that  students 
can  find  one  suited  to  their  knowledge  at  any  time.  The  first  week  in 
September,  from  the  first  to  the  middle  of  November,  the  first  week  in 
January  and  the  first  week  in  April  usually  bring  the  largest  number  of 
new  students. 

Time  Required  to  complete  the  course  depends  much  upon  the  pre- 
vious education,  ability  and  application  of  the  student.  The  average  time 
required  to  complete  either  the  Business  or  Shorthand  Course  is  from 
four  to  six  months.  If  both  courses  be  taken  together,  it  will  take  at 
least  six  months. 
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Home  Studies. — All  students  are  expected  and 
required  to  prepare  lessons  in  Arithmetic,  Spelling 
and  Shorthand  at  home,  or  at  their  boarding  house 
during  the  evenings,  as  all  the  time  during  the 
regular  sessions  is  occupied  with  the  different  exer- 
cises, lectures,  business  practice,  etc. 

A Choice  Library  of  useful  books  has  been 
established  in  the  school  for  the  students’  use,  com- 
prising the  best  books  of  reference  and  standard 
works  upon  all  the  subjects  taught  in  the  College,  as  well  as  a choice  col- 
lection of  books  by  the  most  eminent  authors,  upon  Business  Success, 
Business  Character,  Self  Help,  Getting  on  in  the  World,  Push,  Tact  and 
Principle,  Money  Trade  and  Banking,  Advertising,  Banking  and  Commer- 
cial Credits,  etc.,  etc. 

Preparatory  Qualifications.— No  examinations  are  required  at  the 
time  of  entering  the  College.  A fair  knowledge  of  the  ordinary  English 
branches  constitutes  sufficient  preparation  for  entering  upon  a course  of 
study,  and  any  deficiencies  in  these,  if  not  too  radical,  can  be  remedied 
here ; but  the  more  thoroughly  the  pupil  is  grounded  in  the  English 
branches,  the  easier  will  be  the  work,  and  shorter  the  time  required  to 
complete  the  course. 

School  Sessions. — The  regular  hours  of  study  and  recitation  for  day 
sessions  are  from  9 to  12  a.  m.,  and  from  2 to  4 p,  m.,  five  days  of  the 
week.  The  rooms  are  also  open  until  5 p.  m.  each  day  and  on  Satur- 
day forenoons  for  the  benefit  of  students  who  wish  to  come  in  and  work. 
Day  pupils  are  also  permitted  to  attend  the  evening  sessions  without  extra 
charge.  Students  are  aided  in  every  way  to  make  as  rapid  progress  as 
possible.  Students  in  this  institution  are  enabled  to  accomplish  two  or 
three  times  as  .much  as  those  in  many  other  schools  in  the  same  period  of 
time.  This  is  due  to  the  practical  features  of  the  course,  to  the  “business 
spirit”  that  pervades  the  school,  the  thoroughness  of  the  instruction,  the 
extra  opportunities  afforded  for  study,  and  the  fact  that  the  students  are 
impressed  with  the  important  truth  that  they  are  worhing  for  themselves. 

Mail.— The  mail  is  distributed  four  times  each  day  in  the  class-rooms. 
Letters  for  the  students,  addressed  in  care  of  the  Canada  Business  College 
will  be  safely  delivered  to  them. 

Extension  of  Time. — In  case  of  illness,  or  other  unavoidable  deten- 
tion from  school  for  a week  or  more,  the  student’s  time  will  be  extended 
to  make  up  for  such  absence. 
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The  uniform  good  conduct  of  the 
students  of  this  College,  and  the  pleasant 
relations  always  existing  between  the 
students  and  teachers,  have  been  matters 
of  comment  by  all  who  know  the  school, 
While  the  discipline  is  firm  as  to  conduct, 
order,  diligence  and  punctuality,  pupils  are 
not  subjected  to  unreasonable  restraint. 
Nothing  inconsistent  with  their  manhood  or  womanhood  is  required. 
Students  are  not  treated  as  irresponsible  children.  We  aim,  in  connection 
with  the  work  of  the  school,  to  instil  habits  of  neatness,  order,  promptness 
and  accuracy,  as  well  as  business  honor  and  morality,  and  to  turn  our 
graduates  out  not  only  qualified  as  to  their  educational  training  but 
reliable  in  every  respect. 

Record  and  Reports.— A complete  record  is  kept  of  each  student, 
showing  the  number  of  times  absent  from  roll-call ; deportment,  diligence, 
progress  and  standing  in  the  different  branches  of  the  course.  This  record 
is  forwarded  to  parents  when  desired. 

Railway  Commutation  Tickets.— Students  living  convenient  to  a 
railway  station  within  15  miles  of  Hamilton,  can  procure  commutation 
tickets  to  travel  on  the  cars  to  and  from  the  College  at  greatly  reduced 
rates,  by  obtaining  a certificate  from  the  Principal. 

Telegraphy.— Students  taking  either  the  Business  or  Shorthand 
Course  with  us  can  take  up  Telegraphy  in  the  evenings  or  after  hours  for 
the  small  fee  of  25  cents  per  lesson.  The  instructor  is  a practical  operator. 

Entrance  to  Civil  Service. — Since  competitive  examinations  have 
been  established  for  entrance  to  the  Civil  Service,  many  find  it  necessary 
to  take  a special  course  of  training  in  order  to  pass  the  entrance  examina- 
tion. We  afford  the  very  best  facilities  for  fitting  candidates  for  these 
examinations.  The  Principal  of  this  College  was  local  examiner  for  the 
Board  of  Civil  Service  of  Canada  for  thirteen  years,  and  is  therefore 
familiar  with  the  work  required. 
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YOUNG  LADY  STUDENTS. 


TAAJE  offer  the  same  advantages  to  young  women  as  to  young  men.  All 
the  departments  are  open  to  them,  and  upon  the  same  terms. 
During  the  past  years  many  ladies  have  attended,  and  we  arc 
pleased  to  state  that  their  average  ability  and  progress  have  been  equal  to 
that  of  the  young  men  Many  have  graduated  with  honors,  and  are  now 
occupying  responsible  and  profitable  business  positions. 


The  demand  for  bright,  active  young  women  who  have  a thorough 
business  training  is  sure  to  increase.  They  readily  find  positions  as  book- 
keepers, cashiers,  stenographers  and  general  office  assistants. 


We  are  pleased  to  note  the  fact  that  many  intelligent  parents  believe 
in  giving  their  daughters  a practical  education,  even  when  it  is  not 
necessary  for  them  to  earn  a livelihood.  Sudden  reverses  in  fortune  are 
of  frequent  occurrence,  and  many  women  find  themselves  unexpectedly 
thrown  upon  their  own  resources.

ings ; its  accessibility  by  rail  or  water,  and  its  central  position  in  the 
Province,  renders  it  the  most  suitable  location  in  Canada  for  such  an 
institution  as  the  Canada  Business  College.

Among  its 
largest  industries  may  be  mentioned : — its  cotton  mills,  woollen  mills, 
manufactories  of  clothing,  boots  and  shoes,  machinery,  stoves,  agricultural 
implements,  furniture,  bridges,  pork,  soap,  drugs,  silverware  etc.,  its 
immense  foundries,  rolling  mills,  machine  shops,  malleable  iron  works, 
steel  works,  metal  works,  marble  works,  screw  works,  nail  works,  glass 
works,  electrical  works,  etc.,  which,  together  with  its  wholesale  and 
retail  houses,  its  grain  and  fruit  trade,  and  its  banking,  insurance  and 
financial  institutions,  render  Hamilton  a prosperous,  ambitious  business 
centre.
